CAPTURED IN 
GLOVER HOUSE 


Hattie Le Blanc Is Found Hid- 
ing Under a Bed 


POLIGE GET GREAT SURPRISE 


Were Going Through Home of Mur- 
dered Man In Search of Clues— 
Widow Is Virtually a Prisoner, as It 
Is Believed That She Concealed Girl 
Who Was Accused by Her Dying 
Husband of Having Shot Him 


Waltham, Mass., Nov. 24.—Hattie 
Le Blanc was found by the police last 
night hiding under the bed of Clar- 
ence F. Glover, the man whom she 


is accused of having murdered in his 
laundry Saturday evening. The girl 
was placed under arrest, while Mrs. 
Lillian Glover, widow of the slain 
man, who, it is believed, has con- 
cealed the girl, is virtually a prison- 
er in her own house. 

An officer is stationed in front of it 
with instructions to allow no one to 
enter nor to permit Mrs. Glover to 
leave. The police are convinced that 
the woman knows more about the 
tragedy than she has yet told. 

The discovery of the much wanted 
maid took place after Glover’s funeral 
had been held in the house, and while 
Mrs. Glover, who had barred the door 
to visitors and detectives alike, was 
at the grave. 

All during the services the girl iept 


‘hidden in the bedroom, which is next 


door to the parlor in which the casket 
containing the dead man had been 
placed. None at the funeral was al- 
lowed .access to this bedroom, and 
none of the few relatives there 
dreamed that in the next room to 
where they sat lay hidden the airl 
Glover had accused with his dying 
breath. 

Immediately after she was taken in- 
to the station house a stenographer 
and a French interpreter were sum- 
moned and the police began their. in- 
terrogation. The police refused to 
give out anything that had occurred. 
Whether or not she had made a full 
confession, or implicated anyone else 
in the death of the wealthy laundry 
proprietor is not known. 

When the girl was taken into the 
station house she did not appear very 
much excited. She was pale, but ap- 
parently cool and far from hysterical. 
While the police were waiting for a 
stenographer to arrive Miss LeBlanc 
asked for something to eat. A gen- 
erous lunch was brought in, and she 
ate as if she had been hungry for some 
time. 

It was hinted that her story was 
strongly implicating another, but the 
police refused to affirm or deny this. 
Thousands of men and women filled 
the streets and vacant land about the 
police station, and not in years has 
this city been stirred as it was when 
the news of Hattie LeBlanc’s arrest 
became known. 

The suspicions of the police were 
first aroused that the pretty, petite 
Cape Breton girl was being concealed 
by Mrs. Glover during the funeral 
yesterday afternoon. Sergeant Cur- 
rin was off duty, being a night officer, 
and he went to the house to see that 
the crowd did not become unruly while 
watching outside the house when the 
services were being held. 

He made his way inside several 
times, and saw something that caused 
him to have an interview with Chief 
of Police McKenna as soon as the 
services were over. 

At 8 o’clock last evening Currin and 
McKenna left the police station in a 
closed carriage and drove quietly to 
the Glover home on Main street. They 
were admitted after some argument, 
and at once began a thorough" search 
of the house. They went from room 
to room, peering into closets; hardly 
realizing what-they-were_looking for, 
but: suspicious that some clue of the 
greatest importance would be found. 

They came to the bedroom where 
Glover himself had slept. Sergeant 
Currin stooped and glanced under the 
bed. Then he gave a cry of amaze- 
ment, and dropping onto. his knees 
reached his arm underneath. Le 
pulled out Hattie LeBlanc. 

The scene that followed, what ex- 
planation was made by Mrs. Glover, 
what Hattie LeBlanc said or did the 
two officers have not yet revealed tu 
the newspaper reporters. Hattie was 
forced to put on her wraps and was 
taken quietly down stairs, placed in 
the closed carriage and driven to the 
police station. 


Death of William M. Laffan 

New York. Nov. 21.—William M. 
Laffan, successor of Charles A. Dana 
in the management of the New York 
Sun, and publisher of that newspaper, 
is dead, following an operation for ap- 
pendicitis performed on Monday. 
Laffan was well known as a man of 
letters and art connoiseur and his In- 
fluence in journalism was far reach- 
ing.

HOPE 18 GIVEN UP 


No Likelihood of Men Being Rescued 
“Alive In St: Paul Mine 
Cherry, Ills., Nov. 24.—Hope that 
; there still might be alive some of the 
| 189 men known to be entombed in the 
| St. Paul coal mine has been aban- 
doned. 

An exploration into what is known 
as the. second vein, where it was 
thought that the miners probably had 
barricaded themselves and managed to 
exist on oats and corn kept there for 
mules, showed that great portions of 
the tunnels have collapsed. 

It is thought many men were buried 
under the debris and that if the ob- 
struction is not soon cleared away at 
least 100 bodies may never be recov- 
ered. Fire's still. raging in these 
tunnels, and those portions of the 
mine in which imprisoned miners 
might have found a retreat are said to 
be full of the fatal black damp.

Curtis, Harvard Golf Champion, Is 
Selected by President Taft 

Washington, Nov. 24.—Harvard’s 
golf champion of 1899 has been draft- 
ed to Washington to be assistant sec - 
retary of the treasury and have di- 
rection over the reforms which are be- 
ing instituted in the customs service.

BIDDEFORD PUBLIC 
BUILDINGS CLOSED 


Epidemic of Diptheria Puts 
Ban Upon the City 


Biddeford, Me., Nov. 21.—Because 
of the alarming increase in the epi- 
demic of diphtheria, which has been 
prevalent for more than a month, the 
board of health last night forbade the 
opening of all schools, ordered the 
public library closed, placed a man cn 
the holding of any public gathering 
and on the conduct of all places of 
amusement. 

The order is effective during the 
coming week and may be extended in- 
to a fortnight if the situation seems 

demand it. In addition, the pas- 

rs of the city’s churches are asked 
to forego the holding of Sunday school 
sessions for the next two Sundays, at 
least. The principal religious ser- 
vices will be conducted as usual. 

The epidemic has already claimed 
more than a dozen lives and is re- 
sponsible for several hundred cases.

He was a 
deputy under his predecessor nine 
years and was elected master of the 
state grange in December, 1907. 

There are now 435 subordinate 
granges and 28 Pomonas in the state 
of Maine with a total membership of 
about 60,000, State Master Stetson

says: “The grange has taken into its 
fold all members of the farmer’s fam- 
fly group on a footing of equality. It 
has improved the condition of all our 
people, making more productive farms, 


izenship,” 
he says: 

“The benefits to be derived from in- 
telligent co-operation cannot be over- 
estimated. As its scope is enlarged 
the interests involved should receive 
the most painstaking attention and af- 
fairs be conducted on the soundest busi- 
ness principles. Co-operative stores, 
new and old, are doing a large busi- 
ness, and to the financial benefit of 
Patrons. At least 100 granges are buy- 
ing in carload Jots and delivering direct- 
ly to members. Co-operative fire in- 
surance has saved thousands of dollars 
to the farmers of Maine. We have 
three grange fire insurance companies 
doing a business of over $20,000,000 
risks in force. The most of our granges 
own large, commodious halls, and the 
value of all grange property is esti- 
mated at over $1,000,000."—Tribune- 
Farmer. 


A GREAT POTATO REGION. 


Visited bya Well Known Patron, Who 
Tells What He Saw There. 

Past National Lecturer Whitehead, 
one of the early organizers of the 
grange movement, made addresses in 
Maine as well as in other states the 
past summer, and here is what he 
found up in the great potato region 
of Aroostook county.’ ‘Ihe crop,” he 
says, ‘is estimated this year at 15,000,- 
000 bushels on 750,000 acres. I saw 
rows of potatoes there a mile long. 
One Patron had a little patch of 206 
acres in potatoes. ‘I'he grange has 
taught the farmers how to sell- their 
crops, and last spring over 100 cars 
of seed potatoes were shipped direct 
to their brother Patrons in New Jer- 
sey, Delaware and Maryland.” He 
also found that Aroostook county Pa- 
trons have been very successful in their 
other_co-operative business enterprises. 
Four of their stores this year will do 
a business of about $300,000. At Houl- 
ton they have a grange gristmill. It 
is estimated that the co-operative busi- 
ness of the Patrons of Maine this year, 
through their stores and in handling 
western grain and feed, also fertilizer, 
farm implements, etc., will amount to 
at least $1,000,000. heir three grange 
fire insurance companies are now in- 
suring $28,000,000 worth of grange 
property. The grange halls of the state 
have cost over $1,000,000. Mr. White- 
head also fouhd autos owned by Pa- 
trons no uncommon sight in Maine. 
Why not? They evidently can afford 
futos better than many who are not 
farmers and drive machines covered 
by mortgages.

Few women can resist the appeal of

enveloped in more serviceable aprons. 

A dainty affair of this kind, one that 
would make a nice Christmas present, 
is so simple in construction that any 
One can develop it. 

All that is needed is a square of-thin 
material—Persian lawn, sheer nainsook 
or fine barred dimity. The size of the 
square can be varied from a yard to 
forty inches or even more, according 
to the height of the wearer and the de- 
sired length of the apron. 

Make.an inch wide hem on the four 
sides ‘and hemstitch it on one or both 
edges of the drawn threads, as pre- 
ferred. 

Hold the square to you with a point 
at the bust line, and at the waist line 
shape it by several groups of fine 
lengthwise tucks to form a small bib 
top. On each side of the point so 
formed put ties of the material two 
inches and a half wide. These may be 
hemstitched all around, or they can be 
hemmed on the edges and finished in a 
deep hemstitched hem at the bottom. 

This dainty apron is capable of many 
variations. In addition to the hem- 
stitching, a bowknot design can be 
worked in the corner that forms the 
bib_and at the bottom corner directly 
below it, or the four corners can be’em- 
broidered, those opposite the bib line 
taking a smaller motif.

STANDARD OIL 
MUST CLOSE UP 


Great Combination Declared by 
Court to Be Illegal 


ITS DISSOLUTION I$ ORDERED 


Sweeping Victory For United States 
Against Parent Organization—-Ap- 
peal to Supreme Court to Be Made 
by Defendants—Cannot Assume Ota- 
er Form With tntention of Stifling 
Competition—Case Long In Courts 


St. Paul, Nov. 22.—In an opinion 
written by Judge Sanborn of St. Paul 
and concurred in by Judges Vande- 
venter, Hook and Adams, with a spe- 
cial concurring opinion by Judge 
Hook, the United States circuit court 
for the eastern district of Missouri 
handed down a decision declaring the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey 
an illegal combination operating in re- 
straint of trade and vealed its dis- 
solution. 

The opinion of the court was filed 
simultaneously in St. Louis and in St. 
Paul. 

In this direction the government of 
the United States wins a sweeping 
victory, and, according to Frank B. 
Kellogg of this city, who was the gov- 
ernment’s special prosecuting officer, 
the government has won every point 
for which it contended, 

The case will be appealed direct to 
the United States supreme court, in- 
asmuch as the judges who signed the 
decree are in effect the judges of the 
United States circuit court of appeals, 
although they were sitting to try this 
case as the circuit court for the east- 
ern district of Missouri.

The decree of the court ‘dissolving 
the Standard Oil trust becomes effect- 
lve in thirty days, when, no doubt, a 
stay will be granted for an appeal. 

When the decree takes effect, un- 
less a stay is granted, an injunction 
will issue restraining the Standard Oil 
company from a further continuance 
of its business under its present 
formation. 

It appears from the concurring opin- 
fon written by Judge Hook that the 
company cannot do business under any 
other form with the object of stifling 
competition, for, he says on this sub- 
ject, that it is thought that with the 
end of the combination the monopoly 
will naturally disappear, but should 
It not do so, and the members of the 
combination should not retire from it, 
except one who might perpetuate the 
monopoly by the aggregation of the 
physical properties and instrumenta- 
talities, it would constitute a viola- 
tion of the decree of the court. 

In the trial of the case the point 
was made that the Standard Oil coim- 
pany was a beneficent corporation, in 
that, by reason of economy in opera- 
tion, it reduced the price of its prod- 
uct. This, Judge Hook says, can 
have no weight. 

The suit terminated by the deci- 
sion was begun, by direction of the 
attorney general, in St. Louis on 
Nov. 15, 1906. Frank B. Kellogg 
was appointed special prosecutor, as- 
sisted by Charles B. Morrison of Chi- 
cago, Frank H. Poole and J. H. 
Graves of the department of justice, 
W. H. Higgins of Minneapolis and 
Cardenio A, Severance of St. Paul. 

The Standard Oil company present- 
ed a formidable array of legal talent, 


led by John G. Milburn of New York. | 


Their defense was that the present ur- 
ganization of the Standard Oil cor- 
poration was the result of natural 
growth of a great industry and no 
statute had been violated.

UNCLE SAM AWAITS 
RESULT OF PROBE 


Trying to Ascertain Status of 
Groce and Cannon 


Washington, Nov. 24.—The delay 
on the part of the United States in 
taking any action with respect to the 
killing, by order of President Zelaya 
of Nicaragua, of the two Americans— 
Groce. and Cannon—is occasioned by 
the inability of the government up to 
this time to fix the exact status in 
Nicaragua of the slain men. 

Every effort is being made through 
government agencies to determine 
whether these men were members of 
the revolutionary army or whether 
they were acting on their own re- 
sponsibility. 

If it can be proven, as seems very 
doubtful, that they really .were re- 
sponsible for the planting of mines for 
the purpose of blowing up troopships 
of the Nicaraguan government and 
were acting in this matter on their 
own responsibility, their status wou:d 
be very different from what it would 
be were they acting as a part of the 
revolutionary forces. 

It is this point that the state de- 
partment is trying to clear up before 
it takes any aggressive action against 
Zelaya. 


STRINGENT LAWS NEEDED 


Rhode Island Aroused Over “Slaughter 
of the Innocents” 

Providence, Noy. 23.—As an out- 
come of the investigation into the 
cause of the deaths of twenty-four 
babies in the Myrtle baby home in 
East Providence since June 17 there 
is now a most urgent demand for the 
passage of an act by the legislature 
which will bring all such institutions 
under the direct supervision of the au- 
thorities. 

So serious do many Providence citi- 
zens consider the wholesale demise 
of little ones, numbering thousands 
yearly, that it is termed “the slaugh- 
ter of the innocents.” The whole state 
is aroused. Medical Examiner Alli- 
son states that he will advocate the 
enactment of a law covering the regu- 
lation of baby homes. _ 

Among other things it has been 
found that impure condensed milk was 
the cause-of most-of the deaths, but 
there are other causes besides, it is 
stated.

' of the First Church of Christ, Scien- 
tist, New York, of which she was 
| formerly first reader. 
' After her excommunication in Bos- 
ton she continued to be a member of 
the church here, although it was re- 
ported that the board of trustees 
would eventually drop her. 

With her resignation Mrs. Stetson 
fleclines to accept hereafter the an- 
hual payment of $5000 which she re- 
ceived for her services in the church.

WILL ASK HIM TO RESIGN 


Democrats’ Ald Wil! Be Sought to Ac- 
complish the Undoing of Uncle Joe— 
Cannot Be Unseated, but May Lose 
Presiding Officer’s Position—He Has 
Parsons’ Charges and Fowler's Op. 
position to Face In Congress 


Washington, Nov. 24.—Speakor 
Cannon’s western speeches are coming 
back to plague him and bring about 
his undoing, if the plan of Victor 
Murdock of Kansas, chief of the irre- 
toncilable insurgents, is carried out. 

On the trip down the Mississippi 
Cannon repeated his celebrated dic- 
tum that a majority of the house al- 
ways ruled and declared that if that 
majority wanted him to step down and 
out, he would do so. The Murdock 
group propose to take the speaker at 
his word and are preparing a petition 
asking the speaker to retire, which 
they will circulate as soon as Mur- 
dock reaches town. . 

This plan could succeed of course 
Only with the aid of the Democrats. 
A count of noses shows about forty- 
five insurgents of various kinds in the 
house, but only a fraction of this 
number probably would dare to go 80 
far as to request the Republican mas- 

| ter of the house to abdicate. 

The Republican rebels are almost 
balanced also by the | Fitzgerald 
Democrats, who voted with the house 
machine in favor of the old rules last 
spring. The Republican leaders of 

Rene house and senate always have 


handled the minority with the great- 
est tact, and while this diplomacy has 
had a little or no effect on questions 
decided by straight party vote, it has 
given great strength to the regular 
organization. when personal issues 
were at stake, 

Again there are two kinds of insur- 
gents, as Gardner of Massachusetts 
pointed out. One kind must vote 
against Cannon, first last and all the 
time, or retire from public life. An- 
other wants a new tariff revision, or 
some radical legislation, and would 
find fault with the rules if their power 
were turned in favor of these special 
projects. 

Mr. Gardner occupies the middle 
ground of desiring the rules so amend- 
ed to give the majority actual power 
of initiative in legislation, thus plac- 
ing responsibility upon the majority 
and not upon the speaker and per- 
mitting the majority to revise the tar- 
iff or stand pat as it pleases. 

Speaker Cannon is re-elected for 
two years, and no power probably can 
unseat him. His real trouble will 
come from the charges of Herbert 
Parsons, that he made a deal with 
Tammany to save the rules last 
spring. He must stand up also 
against the bitter opposition to him in 
everything of men like Fowler of New 
Jersey, Cooper of Wisconsin and oth- 
ers who have been unseated as chair- 
men of important committees; and a 
straight fight for further amendments 
of the rules per se will be made in 
which all ‘but the Cannon Democrats 
and the machine Republicans can join

OF GREENBACKISM 


Maine Loses a $a Noted Citizen 
In Death of Solon Chase 


Chase’s Mills, Me., Nov. 24.— 
Bolon Chase, aged 86 years, the 
“sage of the Chase’s Mills,” the man 
who won a world-wide reputation for 
his radical political views and his ad- 
herence to the Greenback party, died 
very suddenly yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Chase was born at Chase's 
Mills Jan. 14, 1823, the son of Isaac 
Chase, one of the early settlers, who 
cleared his own farm and established 
the village of Chase’s Mills. 

His life was uneventful until he was 
about 50 years of age, when he “got 
the Greenback religion and felt a call 
to preach,” and for ten years he was 
a prominent figure in the political 
world, stumping nearly every state in 
the union, advocating the principles 
of Greenbackism, 

“Them steers,” and “too mu¢gh hog 
in the dollar’ became household 
words, and his ideas and principles 
were admired by thousands who never 
saw him or heard him speak. 

Mr. Chase was twice nominated for 
congress, but was defeated each time.

Rate is Three Times Greater Than 
Two Score Years Ago 

New York, Nov. 23.—Federal sta- 
tistics in the matter of divorce show 
that the people of the United States - 
are severing the marital tie at a raie 
of about one divorce to every twelve 
marriages. 

The number of divorces grantea in 
this country in 1867 was 9937. Fortg’ 
years later, in 1906, the number was 
712,062. Taking the census years. of 
1870 and 1900 as a basis of popula- 
tion, this was a percentage increase 
of from 28 to 73 per 100,000 of popu- 
lation. The rate of increase was near- 
ly three times, and the evil has been 
growing in even greater proportions 
during the last half dozen years.

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Time for a Change The People Want to Know 


Some day some political party and 
the leaders of the national life will 
discovér that the great mission for 
them to perform in shaping the af- 
fairs of this nation, will be best 
worked out by the free, full, and fair 
discussion of the great problems of 
the time. They will’ discover that 
the citizens of the country are grow- 
more intelligent, and that as a part 
of the country itself, most men have 
ideas which demand recognition. 
They will discover that it does not 
pay to devote their energies to creat- 
ing dust storms, but. that the real 
progress will come through wide- 
spread dissemination of knowledge 
and information. 

Perhaps such an era may be not far 
away. Perhaps it is going to come 
within a short time in the discussion 
of what is today the issue for the 
American people above all issues. 
Perhaps the burden of proving who 
is responsible and what is responsible 
for the high cost of living is not go- 
ing to be very much longer shifted 
from the tariff to the money standard, 
from the money standard to the 
trusts, from the trusts to the law of 
supply and demand, from the law of 
supply and demand back to the tariff, 
and round and round again. This is 
today the great issue before all the 
people of this country. It will not 
down, and will not be solved by the 
present free and easy passing of it 
along by the men who claim to. be 
leaders of political parties or of the 
nation itself. There is a loud call for 
knowledge regarding it, and for a 
solution of the great problem in- 
volved in it. 

We are not so sure as-we might be 
that there are not today among the 
leaders of the nation, men who can 
tell the cause and formulate the rem- 
edy. Wouldn’t they better do it be- 
fore the people themselves in a great 
mass discover the. cause and apply 
their own remedy?. 


The experiment of-yesterday in 
holding the Union Thanksgiving ser- 
vices in_the\ afternoon instead of the 
morning was a delicate tribute on 
the part of the pastors in town to 
the power of football to attract a 
large part of the audience in the 
forenoon, but it can hardly be con- 
sidered a very satisfactory change, 
to judge by the number of those who 
attended. It is unfortunate that 
Thanksgiving day cannot be made of 
more value to the great mass of peo- 
ple than it now is. The President 
and Governors continue to proclaim 
the day as a holiday which should be 
given up to appreciation of the many 
blessings that have come to the. péo- 
ple during the past year. They do 
this because their predecessors did 
it, handed down by a long line of 
other predecessors, but each succeed- 
ing year marking more than a year’s 
diffe-ence in times and reasons for 
such an_ institution. 

As a matter of fact, we have failed 
to appreciate that the Thanksgiving 
of the Pilgrims cannot’ possibly be 
the Thanksgiving of their descend- 
ants two hundred and fifty years 
later. Men and women are today 
just as appreciative of the blessings 
that come to the country, and to their 
own particular firesides, as they were 
two. centuries ago. The difference is 
only in the manner of expression, and 
to continue to appeal to the people 
to gather themselves in church as 
their ancestors did, is to fail to ap- 
preciate what the people want. If 
Thanksgiving Day is a religious day, 
then the football games in the morn- 
ing and the dances in the evening 
have no part in it, and deserve the 
censure of tke religious, leader just 
as much as the same things would 
deserve his censure on the Sabbath 
day. But instead we find these pas- 
times having the hearty approval of 
most religious leaders, making the 
incongruity of the day’s observance 
very great. 

We are far from urging that the 
proper observance of Thanksgiving |: 
Day is through the enjoyment of a 
football game, a big dinner, and an 
evening whist club, although all are 
enjoyable. It is, however, to be sin- 
cerely regretted that in its observ- 
ance we have not kept pace with the 
times and changed its purely relig- 
ious features to features that should 
arouse patriotism, that sould broaden { 
citizenship, that should enlarge the 
views of the people in a study of the 
nation and its problems of the pres- 
ent. The lessons of the Puritans and 
the Pilgrims are valuable, but they 
are no more effective in _ solving 
present problems than would be the 
knowledge of who built the first 
water wheel be helpful to the modern 
manufacturer in increasing the out- 
put of his woolen mill. 

In the light of these conditions, it 
is not surprising that for every hun- 
dred men who listen to the “lessons 
of Thanksgiving Day,” there are ten 
thousand other men who hurrah for 
the Red or the Blue. 


The Andover Postoffice 

We have received during the past 
three months a dozen complaints 
about the conduct of the Andover 
Postoffice, and requests of an equal 
number to air the various abuses 
that the public suffer in that estab- 
lishment. We have little to say in 
response to these requests because 
it appears to be of slight avail what 
the public opinion may be of the con- 
duct of public business, whether it 
be in the Andover post office or else- 
where. There. are, however, two or 
three phases of the service rendered 
that are so notoriously bad, and af- 
fect the general public so much, it 
is certainly not out of place for the 
Townsman to call attention to them. 

Vor example, a long search in the 
dark and in the light, all around the 
public-lobby..of the Postoffice, fails 
to show any information as to the 
time of arrivel and departure of mails 
from Andover. For instance: it. is 
impossible for one having business 
with the postoffice on Sunday after- 
uoon after dark to find his way about 
this lobby unless he has had experi- 
ence as a scout in the Bad Lands, or 
in some other devious and dark terri- 
tory. No lights are on, and appar- 
ently no attention is given to the in- 
terests of the public on Sundays save 
for the few minutes devoted to the

NO. 2—THE WEST CHURCH 
By the Pastor. 


The--docation of,.the West Parish 
church and its relation to the sister- 
hood of Andover churches is best 
expressed in the familiar formula, 
“So near, and yet so far.” It was no 
doctrinal difference or temperamental 
coldness that separated the western 
members from the old South church 
in 1826, but practical considerations 
of time and distance, which in the 
absence of trolleys and scarcity of 
autos, we of the West Parish still 
“have always with us.” Nevertheless, 
we are at one in spirit with the other 
churches, and as in political life we 
are prepared to “represent” the town, 
so we hope also tobe not far behind 
in any efforts that may be made for 
its. spiritual advancement. 

For many years after its formation, 
the West Parish church had a prac- 
tical monopoly of the territory on 
this. side the 
conditions have greatly changed, in 
some respects to reliéve it of its re- 
sponsibilities, in others to challenge 
it. to a more strenuous life. On the 
one hand, churches just across our 
border are ministering to families 
within the original bounds of the old 
West Parish, and we cannot regret 
this more convenient provision for 
their needs. On the other hand, we 
in common with all the other churches 
of, Andover, miss the help of Ando- 
ver Seminary, and replacing the fam- 
ilies once prominent in church!work, 
wwe see new comers, many of whom 
are alien faith or indifferent to church 
connections, ; 

. But we are meeting these conditions 
with good.courage. ‘Our Juvenile 
Missionary society, West Center club 
of+boys, and Sunday school \ and 
Christian Endeavor society are help- 
ing the young people to a place in 
the church, and our Sunday mornin 
and evening services and mid-wee 
meeting of’ prayer and instruction, 


and monthly meetings in the Abbott 
and Osgood districts are available 
helps for the older people. Our La- 


dies’. Seamen‘s Friend society, be- 
sides. serving the purpose indicated 
in its name, does the work of a Ladies’ 
Aid society in promoting the social 
life of the parish and assisting in its 
finances. Its fund for interior im- 
provements, which was aiming at one 
thousand dollars, was recently brought 
up to eleven hundred by ‘a church 
fair, which consisted of a_ treas- 
urer to receive and: acknowledge 
cheeks and a box at the church door 
on a Sunday to receive offerings of 
what the people would have spent at 
a church fair of the usual kind. And 
now a good friend offers to put a 
new roof on the church. . We have 
good cause for thanksgiving.
